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DETAILED ACTION 
Summary 

1. This is in response to an amendment/response filed on March 21 st , 201 1. 

2. Claims 1, 7, 21, 34, and 38 have been amended. 

3. No claims have been presently cancelled. 

4. No claims have been presently added. 

5. Claims 1-14, 16, 19, 21, 22, 24, 30-32, 34, 36, 38-46 are currently pending. 

Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

For independent claim 1, the prior art fails to show alone or in combination a call 
processing system for processing calls associated with a facility, wherein the system includes a 
first processor-based system coupled to a plurality of telephone terminals, a second processor- 
based system communicating with the first processor-based system via a digital data link and 
disposed remotely from the first processor-based system, and first and second unauthorized call 
activity detectors. 

The prior art of Fuller et al. (U.S. Patent 7,203,186) discloses a system and device for 
integrating IP and analog telephone systems. The prior art of Mussman et al. (U.S. Patent 
7,075,922) discloses a system for performing inbound call screening. The prior art of Gainsboro 
(U.S. Patent 5,655,013) discloses a method and apparatus for managing telephone activity in a 
prison facility. However, the prior art fails to show alone or in combination a call processing 
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system for processing calls associated with a prison facility, wherein a first unauthorized call 
activity detector monitors fraudulent or unauthorized call activity and a second unauthorized call 
activity detector monitors a second non-VoIP voice signals to detect fraudulent or unauthorized 
call activity in the calls and validates a billing limit. 

For the reasons provided above, claim 1 is allowed. For similar reasons, independent 
claims 21 and 34 are also allowed. The remaining dependent claims are allowable because they 
depend on the allowed independent claims.
